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Identification card confiscation

Comment: I was going into the main gate
the other day and trying to get a visitors
pass. They needed my identification card,
and I gave it to them. It was frayed, but all
the numbers and letters were perfectly
eligible. The security policewomen confis-
cated it and I have no idea why, because all
the words and numbers were perfectly
legible. I want to know why this happened.

Response: Thank you for your question
about the confiscation of your identification
card. It is necessary for all identification cards
to be confiscated if the laminate is deterio-
rated or damaged to a degree that someone
could gain access to the actual card itself and
have the ability to alter the picture or infor-
mation on the card. This is a very important
force protection and security issue not only for
the entire installation but for individual
identification card holders.

A new identification card can be obtained
at Building 3200 from 7:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m.
at the Military Personnel Flight customer
service counter. You will need an original copy
of your Social Security Card or valid drivers
license. (Editor’s Note: Supporting each
other and working together to provide the
best programs and services is a goal for all D-
M people. Ideas, suggestions, comments,
concerns and kudos are important to make
improvements. The best way to pass along a

IDEA program yields large rewards

A well thought out idea can
have many benefits in the work-
place, including savings in time
and money.

For several Davis-Monthan Air
Force Base members, the benefits
of their ideas have turned into
savings of time and money for the
Air Force and in return, the mem-
bers receive a cash reward for the
approval of their idea. Steven
Herman, from the Aerospace
Maintenance and Regeneration
Center at Davis-Monthan, re-
ceived the maximum reward of
$10,000 Wednesday for his idea
submitted through the Innova-
tive Development through Em-
ployee Awareness Program.

“I've known about the program
since it was the suggestion pro-
gram,” Mr. Herman, an aircraft
pneudralic systems mechanic,
said about his knowledge of the
IDEA program. Mr. Herman’s
previous experiences as a jet en-
gine mechanic in the Air Force for
more than 20 years contributed
to his determination to submit
his idea and have it approved.

Mr. Herman currently works in
AMARC’s Regeneration Branch,
in restoring F-4s to flyable con-
dition. His idea, pertaining to a
procedure previously accom-
plished on the missile fin door
actuator of the F-4, saves $2,009
for each F-4 being regenerated at
AMARC. These actions save labor

and material costs associated
with the one time repair of actua-
tor assemblies identified for re-
moval during later modifications.
The approval of Mr. Herman’s
idea saves AMARC and the Air
Force $72,324 in its first year of
savings, according to Mr. Joe
Beakey, Aircraft Mechanic Super-
visor at AMARC.

The goal of the IDEA Program
is to reward individuals and
teams for contributing ideas “that
benefit the government by
streamlining process or improv-
ing/increasing productivity and
efficiency,” according to Robin
Perry, Davis-Monthan IDEA Pro-
gram manager.

Ideas are submitted through
the Idea Program Data System at
https://ideas.randolph.af.mil.
“With the inception of IPDS, the
submitter is kept informed as to
where their idea is at any time,”
said Ms. Perry.

Each idea submitted is as-
signed a number and is reviewed
at the levels necessary to evalu-
ate and implement the idea.
Throughout the process, everyone
involved in the idea can check the
status of who is evaluating the
submission and the comments it
has received. Specific require-
ments for ideas can be viewed on
the D-M intranet at https://
intranet/manpower/idea/htm.

“This is a very valuable pro-
gram to the Air Force,” said
Jimmy Parham, AMARC’s IDEA
program point of contact. “There
are technical orders to teach us

how to perform
our jobs, but no
one knows it
better than the
person in the
field doing the
work. Allowing
the workforce
the opportu-
nity to contrib-
ute their ideas
to improving
the jobs we do
is a great asset
to the overall
system.”

During fiscal
year 2003, 22
ideas were ap-
proved of 61
submitted for
review from
Davis -
Monthan. Ap-
proved ideas
saved $84,923
at Davis-
Monthan dur-
ing calendar
year 2003. $31,875 was rewarded
to members at D-M for approved
ideas during the same time period.

Air Force wide, 7,640 ideas
were submitted, 5,341 ideas were
approved and $164,317,517 was
saved in FY03, according to Mr.
Walter Stefanowich, Jr., Air Com-
bat Command’s IDEA Program
Manager.

There were 93 $10,000 winners
across the Air Force in FY 03. Mr.
Herman is only the fifth $10,000
winner at D-M since April 2002,

according to Ms. Perry. This is the
second reward Mr. Herman has
received through the IDEA pro-
gram and his third submission is
currently in the approval process.

“You won’t know if it is useful
until you fill out the paperwork,”
said Mr. Herman, encouraging
others to submit their ideas. He
attributes his motivation in sub-
mitting his ideas to the program
to the all-familiar anecdote, “the
only stupid questions are those
that are never asked.”

2004 Noncommissioned Officer Retraining Program begins,
places airmen in critical career fields, balances enlisted force

The Air Force needs approximately 1,100
noncommissioned officers to volunteer to re-
train into specialties and special duty identi-
fiers with shortages to balance the enlisted
force for fiscal 2004.

The volunteer process for the 2004 NCO Re-
training Program began Jan. 5 and will end
Feb. 23. The program helps balance the en-
listed force by moving staff, technical and
master sergeants from specialties with sur-
pluses to specialties with shortages, said Mas-
ter Sgt. Darnetta Watkins, 355th Mission Sup-
port Squadron, NCOIC employments.

“Shortages among specialties in the NCO
grades occur as a result of personnel force
structure changes, retention trends among the
specialties, and equality of promotions across
all AFSCs,” said Senior Master Sgt. Lionel Mc-
Farlane, 355th Wing career assistance advi-
sor.

Individuals that are identified as vulnerable
for involuntary retraining will be notified via
‘rip’ and will be encouraged to apply for any
special duty identifiers, Sgt. Watkins said.

A Web page shows individuals how vulner-
able they are and where they stand on a list of
their peers by Air Force Specialty Code and
grade. The Web page is available at

www.afpc.randolph.af.mil/enlskills/retraining/

retraining/htm. Users will be asked to log onto
their virtual MPF account to view the data.

Those not identified as vulnerable may ap-
ply during the voluntary phase if they are in
an AFSC and grade that is identified to have
an overage, and otherwise meet eligibility re-
quirements, Sgt. Watkins said.

“The voluntary phase of the NCO Retrain-
ing Program gives the member a choice in se-
lecting from available specialties instead of
having it made for them” said Sgt. McFarlane.

The selection criteria for involuntary re-
training has changed from selecting NCOs
based solely upon their seniority to selecting

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Counter-Chemical Warfare Concops protects D-M members

Just over a decade ago the U.S. Air Force re-
lied heavily upon the use of the ground crew
ensemble with mask to protect its members
from the dangers of nuclear, biological and
chemical contamination. This form of protec-
tion, while necessary, often required members
to remain in Mission Oriented Protective Pos-
ture for extended periods which at times caused
heat stress to the individual and degraded the
overall wartime mission effectiveness of the in-
stallation. In 1997, the Air Force began an op-
erational re-evaluation of how air bases
planned to survive NBC attacks and sustain
operations in order to take the fight back to
the enemy. Their conclusion was the “old way”
may no longer be the “right way” when operat-
ing in a nuclear, biological, chemical and con-
ventional environment.

The results of the review showed that some

of our earlier ideas and concepts were largely
ineffective and added very little to our opera-
tional capability. Our prior beliefs on chemical
agent persistency were based largely on esti-
mations and scientific calculations performed
in the 1960s. The results of the C-CW CONOPs
re-evaluation were extremely informative. It
focused on areas for improvement as well as
confirmed that many of the techniques we were
currently using are still the best way of doing
business in an NBCC environment. The review
included results of hundreds of Department of
Defense studies, scientific test and field trials.
Some of the scientific testing was performed
in a former Soviet Republic, and involved ac-
tual chemical agents while other testing in the
United States involved simulated agents and
air bursting tactical ballistic missiles. Before
implementation of the new C-CW CONOPs we
would send out hundreds of personnel imme-
diately after an attack to gather information

on casualties, facility damage, and to confirm
or deny the presence of contamination or UXOs.
We now know that was a bad thing to do. Re-
cent testing confirms that if a TBM were to
burst in the air over the installation it could
take up to one hour for 100 percent of the agent
to settle to the ground. We were actually send-
ing people out into the contamination instead
of sheltering them from it. We also realized
how important it was to place M8 and M9 de-
tection paper out on equipment and around
facilities prior to an attack. Testing showed that
chemicals soaked into all non-porous material
within seconds to minutes. The only place to
find traces of chemical agents after an attack
would be on unpainted metal or glass surfaces.
Of all the data that came from the testing for
the new C-CW CONOPs is the chemical foot-
print of an air bursting TBM. Past belief was

across all eligible year groups mir-
roring assignment eligibility.
Those with the most time on sta-

tion will appear at the top of the
list for involuntary retraining, Sgt.
Watkins said.

Members who are identified as
vulnerable for involuntary re-
training are encouraged to apply
for special duty identifiers. Mas-

ter sergeants who are identified
are encouraged to apply for first
sergeant duty. Those applying
should do so as soon as possible,
as AFSCs will be chosen for them
if not approved prior to the start
of the involuntary phase, sched-

uled to begin March 8 and will ter-
minate April 26, Sgt. Watkins said.
The involuntary phase will be
for AFSCs that did not meet re-
training out programmed targets.

“The new CDC consists of 25 rooms. Eight
infant, eight pre-toddler, six toddler and three
preschool,” said Ms. Echavarry. “Our capacity
is 300 children ages six weeks to five years old.
We also have a multipurpose room for children
to use for play, especially during the hot sum-
mer months. In addition, we have a parent and
staff conference room especially for parent
meetings and conferences.”

“The large waiting list for the previous CDC
prompted the base to identify the need for ad-
ditional child care spaces,” said Ms. Ozment.
“The construction cost $6.3 million and the fa-
cility was a congressional insert.”

The new CDC is a shining example of instal-
lation stewardship, one of the 355th Wing’s on-
going focuses for D-M.

“The new center is state of the art,” said Ms.
Echavarry. “It will be a model for other mili-
tary child care centers and civilian child care
centers, bringing high visibility to D-M.”

The center also helps accomplish one of the
wing’s other important goals, nurturing air-
men.

“There will be a larger population of mili-
tary parents who will be at ease knowing their
children are receiving high quality care while
they are supporting the Air Force mission,” said

Ms. Echavarry. “Parents previously using off-
base child care will have more opportuni-
ties to choose care on base due to the new
CDC’s large capacity.”

In addition to easing the peace of mind on
military parents, the new CDC also opens
jobs on base for family members.

“We have hired close to 70 new employ-
ees, most of who are military spouses,” said
Ms. Echavarry. “In addition, the new center
will increase our capacity for all age infants
from 12 to 64 slots, which will help reduce
the wait time for infant care.”

Getting the new CDC up and running was
a group effort, that required help from all
across base.

“There were many individuals who helped
with the project, including many active-duty
members from different squadrons who vol-
unteered their time and expertise by mov-
ing equipment, putting together furniture,
taking boxes to the recycling center and just
about anything else we needed, said Ms.
Echavarry.

Members from the 372nd Training Squad-
ron, Detachment 11; spent a week helping
us move toys and equipment. This saved us
more than $4,000 in moving expenses. We
could not have completed all the work
needed to start in the new CDC and con-
tinue caring for children without all the help

from the D-M community.”

that when an installation was attacked with a
TBM carrying chemical weapons, the entire
base became contaminated. Every person on
the installation could expect to wear their pro-
tective ensemble for up to 12 hours. Even in
moderate temperatures, many personnel suf-
fered from heat exhaustion and dehydration
which greatly impacted our mission capability.
We now better understand that if an installa-
tion is attacked with an air bursting TBM, the
entire base will not be contaminated and there
will be clean areas. Only personnel in chemi-
cally contaminated sectors need to wear pro-
tective gear. Those in clean sectors can remove
their protective mask and gloves, reducing the
chance from heat related injuries and allow for
the combat mission to continue. This concept
is more widely known in the Air Force as split
MOPP operations.

The C-CW CONOPs is a living program that
continues to evolve as new information
emerges. We have learned that the “old ways”
are not always the “right way”. We will con-
tinue to improve our methods and concepts for
the future Air Force. Our mission is to protect
our people and equipment and will no longer
be satisfied with the status quo.
